REPORT. 


The  Council  for  the  year  ending  8th  November  1905 
have  to  report  to  the  Assembly  of  Academicians  as 
follows 

I.  The  Seventy-ninth  Exhibition  was  opened  on  Satur- 
day 28th  January,  and  was  closed  on  Saturday  10th  June. 
It  comprised  422  Paintings  in  Oil  and  Water-Colour, 
54  works  in  Sculpture,  95  Architectural  Drawings, 
Models,  and  Photographs  of  Architectural  Works  executed 
by  Exhibitors,  Etchings,  and  Enamels. 

In  accordance  with  the  custom  of  exhibiting  works  by 
recently  deceased  Members,  the  Council  obtained  a large 
representation  of  the  works  of  the  late  Erskine  Nicol,  E.S.A., 
D.  W.  Stevenson,  E.S.A.,  W.  F.  Vallance,  E.S.A.,  Arthur 
Melville,  A.E.S.A.,  James  Archer,  E.S.A.,  and  George  A. 
Lawson,  .SIE.S.A. 

The  Council  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  increased 
interest  taken  recently  by  the  public  in  the  Exhibition  has 
been  maintained. 

II.  The  Banquet  took  place  in  the  Galleries  on  the  eve  of 
the  public  opening  of  the  Exhibition,  when  the  President 
and  Council  had  the  honour  of  receiving  a large  and 
distinguished  company. 

The  Council  have  to  report  that  an  Evening  Eeception  was 
given  by  the  President  and  Lady  Guthrie  on  24th  February, 
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when  they  received  a large  and  representative  number  of 
guests.  By  the  courtesy  of  the  Board  of  Manufactures  the 
rooms  of  the  National  Gallery  were  on  the  occasion  en  suite 
with  those  of  the  Academy. 

III.  At  the  Statutory  General  Assembly  of  the  Academy, 
held  on  8th  February,  Edward  Arthur  Walton,  William 
Birnie  Ehind,  and  John  Kinross,  were  elected  to  the  rank 
of  Academician. 

IV.  The  Librarian  and  Curators  of  the  Library  report  as 
follows : — 

“ Owing  to  the  continuance  of  the  special  arrangements  in  con- 
nection with  the  Annual  Exhibition,  alluded  to  in  last  year’s  Report, 
the  Library  was  open  only  from  Monday,  14th  November  1904 
till  Monday,  9th  January  1905. 

“The  average  attendance  was  good,  mostly  of  students  and 
former  students  of  the  Academy’s  Life  School. 

“ The  books,  drawings,  and  prints  are  in  good  order  and 
catalogued  up  to  date.

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Cameron,  Mr.  W.  L.  Eoss,  and  Mr,  J.  J.  Waterston,  for  their 
work  in  the  Life  School. 

VI.  The  Council  regret  they  have  to  record  the  death  of 
George  Aikman,  A.E.S.A.,  and  Eobert  Brough,  A.E,S.A. 

VII.  George  Aikman,  A.E.S.A.,  was  born  in  Edinburgh 
on  20th  May  1831.  He  was  educated  at  the  High  School 
and  served  an  apprenticeship  with  his  father,  who  was  a 
lithographer  and  engraver.  Having  a taste  for  Art,  he 
became  a student  of  the  Board  of  Trustees’  School  of  Design 
under  Eobert  Scott  Lauder,  E.S.A.  In  1850  he  exhibited 
for  the  first  time  in  the  Eoyal  Scottish  Academy  two 
works:  “Edinburgh  Castle”  and  “A  Sketch.”  Shortly 
thereafter  he  became  a constant  and  liberal  contributor  to 
the  Annual  Exhibition.  In  1872  he  gave  up  engraving 
and  devoted  himself  to  painting  landscape  in  Oil  and 
Water-colour  and  landscape  with  figures.  His  subjects 
were  mainly  Scottish,  but  in  the  midland  and  northern 
counties  of  England  he  also  found  material  suitable  to  his 
taste. 

Among  his  numerous  works  may  be  mentioned : — 
“The  Oldest  Inhabitant,”  1857;  “Cottages  at  Low- wood, 
Windermere,”  1860;  “On  the  West  Coast,”  1864;  “Old 
Scotch  Mint,  Linlithgow,”  1873  ; “Edge  of  the  Corn,”  1876  ; 
“A  Summer’s  Day,”  1879;  “Launching  the  Cobble, — 
Coast  of  Northumberland,”  1881  ; “Old  Stronghold  of  the 
Percys,”  1884;  “Disturbing  the  Peace,”  1885;  “After 
Culloden,”  1887;  “Trespassers,”  1889;  “ Coleshill,  War- 
wickshire,” 1890;  “Late  in  October,”  1891;  “Noontide,” 
1896;  “ Neidpath  Castle,”  1899;  “ Wark worth  Castle,” 
1900;  “Berwick  Pier,”  1901  ; “A  Stronghold  of  the  Wolf 
of  Badenoch,”  1903  ; “Among  the  Downs,”  1905. 
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He  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  Koyal  Scottish 
Academy  in  1880.  His  death  took  place  at  Edinburgh  on 
8th  January. 

VIII.  Eobert  Brough,  A.E.S.A.,  was  born  at  Invergordon 
in  1872.  He  was  early  taken  to  Aberdeen  where  he 
received  his  education,  and  for  a short  time  worked  as  an 
engraver  under  Mr.  Andrew  Gibb.  After  studying  in  the 
Aberdeen  Art  School  he  came  to  Edinburgh  in  1891,  and 
was  admitted  as  a student  of  the  Life  School  of  the  Eoyal 
Scottish  Academy.  In  1892  he  gained  the  Chalmers 
Bursary  Prize  and  the  Maclaine  Watters  Medal.  In  the 
following  year  he  carried  off  an  extra  prize  for  painting. 
He  thereafter  proceeded  to  Paris  and  studied  under  Constant. 
On  his  return  to  Aberdeen  in  1894,  he  began  the  practice  of 
Portrait  Painting,  which  he  continued  in  London,  where 
much  of  his  work  was  done  and  where  he  met  with  marked 
success  and  recognition.

Encombe,”  1901;  “The  Eight  Honourable  Lord  Justice 
C.  Vaughan  Williams,”  1902  ; Mrs.  Milne  of  Kinaldie,” 
“ Lord  Torphichen,”  “ Mrs.  G.  A.  Paley  of  Ampton  Hall,” 
and  “The  Marquis  of  Linlithgow,”  1905. 

He  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  Eoyal  Scottish 
Academy  in  1904.  He  died  on  22nd  January. 

IX.  The  President  and  Council  had  the  honour  of  re- 
ceiving the  Lord  High  Commissioner,  the  Countess  of  Leven 
and  Melville,  and  their  respective  suites,  who  paid  a visit  to 
the  Exhibition  on  the  afternoon  of  Thursday,  1st  June. 
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X.  In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the  Assembly 
of  Academicians  of  29th  June,  the  Council  have  pleasure  in 
reporting  that  a representative  collection  of  works  by  the 
late  George  F.  Watts,  E.A,,  O.M.,  has  been  arranged  in  the 
Galleries  of  the  Academy  on  exhibition,  and  the  Council 
expresses  its  satisfaction  that  this  collection  is  being 
appreciated  alike  by  Art  lovers  and  the  public  generally.
